He explained that the rate is 
figured using a draft and Bross 
tonnage formula. “How big a .

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Pascagoula businessman 
Henry Torjusen Sr. dies

PASCAGOULA — Henry 
Torjusen Sr., a prominent busi- 
nessman whose company built 
many of the commercial and 
industrial buildings in ~ 
Jackson County, is 
being remembered as 
“a true Southern gen- 
tleman” by his friends, 
business associates and 
former employees. 

Torjusen, 79, died in 
his sleep Thursday 
evening at his condo- 
minium in Orange 
Beach, Ala., where he 
had lived since losing his 
Pascagoula home during Hur- 
ricane Katrina, Fletcher Con- 
struction office manager Lin- 
da Holland said. .. 

A stroke Torjusen suffered 
after Hurricane Georges in 
1998 had left him paralyzed on 
his left side, she said, and he 
was diagnosed with congestive 
heart failure. 

“I remember him as such a 
caring, Christian man who was 
always so concerned for. his 
employees and his friends,” 
Holland said. “He was a very 
special person.” 

“He was one of the finest peo- 
ple I’ve ever known,” Royce

Cumbest, CEO of Merchants 


* and Marine Bank, said. “He 


was a super guy.” 

Torjusen, a Pascagoula 
native, began working at 
Fletcher Construction in 1962. 
His job duties: includ- 
ed estimating the cost 
of construction for proj- 
ects the company 
wanted to bid on. 

In 1974, he and 
Pascagoula resident 
Ray Ford bought the 
company. Torjusen 
became sole owner of 
Fletcher Construction 
after Ford retired.in 
1997. In 2000, Torjusen’s son, 
Hank, bought the company 
along with Lance McCarty. 

Torjusen’s upbeat attitude 
helped transform Fletcher Con- 
struction from a $5 million 
company to a $15 million one, 
Ford said. . 

“Henry was a jovial, happy, 
go-lucky individual,” Ford said. 
“I would ask him, ‘How you 
doing?’ And he would always 
say, ‘Oh, I'm great,’ He always 
got the best price out of sales- 
men because he was friendly 
and nice and had a great atti- 
tude.” *”
